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INTRODUCTION. 


Find it neceſſary to publiſh theſe Affi 
davits, in order to clear ſome Facts, 
which have of late been greatly miſ- 


repreſented: And ſince J am oblig'd to go 


ſo far, I chuſe to go a little farther, and 
makea few Obſeryations, on them and the 
Occaſion of them. 1 have no deſign to 
provoke or inflame. My view is to juſti- 
fy my ſelf. And this I ſhall always think, 
I 3m at Liberty to do, let who will attempt 
to aſperſe me. Every Man has a natural 
Right to defend his Reputation, as well 
as his Life. | 
In theſe Afidavits, the Reader will find, 
a fair Account, of thoſe Eight Bills, which 
have given ſo great Offence. I confeſs 1 
do not ſee, that they need an Apology, 
For is it a Crime, in a free Country, to aſſert 
a fair legal R., in a legal May? And if 
A Num-

Numbers with-hold this Right, muſt not 
Numbers be ſu'd? Suppoſe twenty Te- 
nants refuſe to pay their Rents, would the 
Landlord be cenſur'd for ordering twenty 
Ejectments? 

If theſe Bills had been filed to try a 
doubtful Right, the Number had been un- 
neceſſary. But the Law is clear in the 
Point, ſo clear, that ſince the Judgment in 
the Caſeof Nealand Srratford, the Right. 
has not been queſtion'din the Courts. The 
Deſign of theſe Bills therefore was only 
to bring the Parties to an Account. Now 
a Bill filed againſt A, can. be of no uſe to- 
wards ſetling an Account with B. 

Theſe Conſiderations ſeem to me ſuffi- 
cient, to juſtify the filing thoſe Eight Bills, 
But the annex'd Afidavits, give a fur her, 
and more particular Account of them. 

From them it appears, that theſe Bill 
tho' filed in two Days, were not filed, till 
every gentle Method, had for a Year and 
half been try*d, and found ineffectual (a). 
When ſaw that I had no Choice, but to 
| abandon my Right, or aſſert it at Law, I 
choſe the latter. Is there any thing ſtrange, 
or monſtrous in this? And I choſe to treat

all in the ſame Circumſtances in the ſame 
Manner. Is not this fair and equal? Indeed 
it was what ſome of them defir'd. They 
begg'd I would not begin with them, nor 
fingle them out. In Compliance there- 
fore with this Requeſt, and becauſe I plain- 
ly ſaw there was a Combination againſt me, 
Lorder'd Bills to be filed againſt them all. 
When they had put in their Anſwers, I 
thought I ſhould be better able to judge 
how, or with whom it was proper to pro- 
ceed.--- And now let any Man of common 
Candor, blame me, for the Number of 
theſe Bills, if he can. 

If any defire to know my Motives for 
filing them, I am willing to make a full 
Confeſſion. My View was, 0 ſerve my 
Clergy, and by doing ſo, to promote the Iu- 
terefts of True Religion, and the Good of my 
Country. 45 

In the Dioces of Leighlin, the Clergy 
ſuffer greatly by the Subſtraction of this 
Tythe. Some of them, at my firſt going 
there, appriz'd me of their Diſtreſs : They 
faid, that my Predeceſſors had demanded, 
and receiy'd it from one or two; and that 
if I would follow their Steps, the Matter 
would be every where eaſily ſettled, that

I was able to ſtand it, but they were not. 1 
repeat their Words. Upon Enquiry, I 
found what they had ſaid to be true, and 
therefore I thought it became me, as their 
Biſhop to do what I did. 

The Utmoſt I could hope to get by it, is 
about 40 J. per Aun. And he who under- 
takes eight Suits, ſeveral of them with 
% Duakers and Papiſts, with a view, on- 
iy to make ſo ſmall an Addition, to his In- 
come for Life, muſt either know leſs of 
the neceſſary Expence of Law-ſuits, or 
iove them much better than I do. 

One thing is certain; I could not be 
rrompted to this by the Narrownelſs of my 
Fortune. I freely own, that my Revenues in 


the Church are very conſiderable; and I hope 


i know how to make a proper, and a Chriſti» 
an Uſe of them. Nay! I can't help own- 
ing further, that I have, beſides theſe Re- 
venues, a good Temporal Eſtate 

quite diſables me from pleading Pouz7ry : 
Zut it ſeems to be of ſome weight to prove, 
mat I was not mov'd by private Inter} in 
v7hat I have done. For my Lands are ſub- 
e to Tythe- Agitment, as well as thoſe of 
ths ASSOCIATED Log DS AWD GENTLE= 


MEN, 
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MEN, and not a fourth Part of them are ſet 
in long Leaſes. 

But if any are reſolv'd to believe, that pri- 
vate Gain was my Motive, I cannot help it. 
All I ſhall fay is, they do not know me. I 
ſhall take no further Pains to clear my ſelf 


from ſo low an Imputation. 


It was poſitively affirm'd, that I had 
ſued a Man for Tythe- Agi/iment, who 
plough'd 240 Acres out of 400. Who 
this Man is, I never could learn: Nor do 
I know of any one, upon whom I have a 
Demand ſo circumftane'd. 

One Gentleman indeed came to me about 
the End of laſt Term, and told me, that ſind- 
ing this Tythe demanded, and likely to be ſued 
for, he had, laſt Auguſt, plough'd up his 
Ground. So that for the future there would 
be no conteſt between us, and that he was 
come to agree with me for. the time paſt. 
We had then ſome Diſcourſe about the 
Terms. But I ſoon ſaw, he did not in- 
tend to come to any, and ſo we parted. 

I have good reaſon to ſuſpect that this 
Gentleman, and Mr. George Cooke, and ano- 
ther, who came with an odd Memorial, of 
which I have ſince heard nothing, were 


ſent by ſome Managers, in order to catch 
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me. If they had any ſuch baſe deſign, T _ 


may venture to ſay, they did not ſucceed. 
Two of them have made no Complaint. 
And the third had as little reaſon as they. 

But, as Matters were laid, it was ne- 
ceſſary, that ſome body ſhould appear to 
charge me. And therefore George Cooke 
Gent. is choſen for that Service. How he 
has perform'd it, the Reader may ſee, by 
comparing his Account with the annex'd 
Aftdavits. 

He /ays he holds 7wo Farms in the Dio- 
ces of Leighlin, but not a Word of a third 
on the Lands of Tolloughton (c). 

He /ays, that eighty acres of Roſſenagh 
are under Corn, Meadows, and Gardens. My 
Agent ſwears, that according to his Re- 
turn made 1n 1734, there were no more 
than forty two and a half : That he believes, 


the Quantity to' have been much the fame | 


laſt year, and that the Tythe of every kind 
which he charg'd that Year on the whole 
Farm, amounted to no more, than 61. 18. Gd. 
He ſwears he would have ſet it for leſs (4). 
Mr. Cooke /ays, that the Remainder is 


graz'd with Plough-Cattle, Milch-Cattle, 
and Sheep. But by the 405 davit of my 


Agent,

Agent, it appears, that all theſe Ploughe 
Cattle were but for one Plough, that the 
Milch-Cows were about twenty, and the 
Number of Sheep ſo ſmall, that he did not 
make any Charge for them (e). And tho” 
Mr. Cooke does not give the leaſt Intima- 
tion, that any dry or barren Cattle were 
depaſtur'd on this Farm, yet my Agent 
ſwears,. that he formerly told him, he ſold 
about ten Head of fat Cattle every Year off 
ſaid Land (F). | 

Mr. Cooke's account of his Farm of Ki- 
lebban is yet more remarkable. 

He firſt /ays, that it contains 300 Acres. 
But my Agent /wears, that it is eſtimated 
at 340.--But as he is inform'd,it is more (g). 

He next /ays, that it is ſet to Cottiers, 
yrho have the ſame under Tillage, Meadow, 
and Gardens, except ſeventy Acres. Two 
hundred and thirty Acres then (for I'll uſe 
his own Account of the Contents of his 
Farm) are under Tillage, Meadow, and 
Gardens. But in 1734, my Agent valued 
che whole Tythe of this Farm, including 
chat of 200 Sheep and 40 Lambs, at no 
more than 141. 105.64. and ſwears that he 
ſhould have thought he had made a good

bargain, if he had ſet it for 121. (). He 
alſo./wears, that all the Tillage, Meadow, 
and Gardens, which he then computed on 
that Farm, was no more than 84. Acres, 
And that he is well inform'd and believes, 
that the State of this Farm continues ſtill 
_ the ſame (i). 

Of the remaining ſeventy Acres, accords 
ing to Mr. Cooke's Account, forty are graz'd 
with Mzlch-Cattle and Sheep. But my Agent 


ſwears that in 1734 Mr. Cooke had on this 


Farm 200 Sheep and 40 Lambs (%), and that 
the Cottiers had among them about 36 
Cows. and a few Yearlings and Two-ycar- 
olds, and ſeven or eight Plough-horles (7). 
Mr. 7ooke ſeems here to have over-ſhot 
himſclf, and out of a Deſire to magnify the 
Quautity of Tillage, Meadow and Gar- 
dens, on his Farm, not to have lett Land 
enough to ſupport half the Stock which 

was certainly onit. But my Agent ſwears, 
that after making a large Allowance of 
Land for all other Particulars, there muſt 
remain »t this Farm above 100 Acres, 
whic': 4:2 either turn'd to no Uſe, or are 


depa .. 2y dry and barren Cattle. And 
he, / wears, that Mr. Cooke keeps

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up a Parcel of Land lying together, and

From giving an Account of #wo of his 
Farms, without faying a Word of the hid, 
Mr. Cooke goes on, to relate the Tranſacti- 
ons between him and my Agent and Attor- 
ey. And here HE has the Misfortune to 
make two grievous Miſtakes in one Sen- 
rence. One is; that my Agent had de- 
manded one Shilling a-picce for his Vear- 
lings, and Two-ycar-olds : The other; 
that this Demand was made before his pe- 
titioning me. Now my Agent poſtively 


ſcbears, that he never did demand, from 


any Perſon whatſocver, one Shilling a- piece, 
for Tearlings, and Two-year-olds;. and thay 
with regard to Mr. George Cooke, he never 
entcr'd. into any Treaty with him, nor de- 
manded any Price whatiocvcr, more or leſs, 
for his Stock, at any time, beforthe pre- 
fer'd his Petition to me (%. 

All that Mr. Cooke ſays further, is, that 
when he came with his Petition, he was 
not permitted to ſee the Biſhop, but was 
defir'd to attend Mr. Vipond, the Biſhop's: 
Attorney, the next Day. But he neither

mentions theReaſon, why he was not per- 
mitted to ſee the Biſhop, nor a Word of 
what paſs'd the next Day at Mr. Yipond's, 
or in the Courts (o). It is no hard Matter 
to aſſign a probable Reaſon of this Silence. 
His View ſeems to have been, to repreſent 
himſelf, as groaning under very great Hard- 
ſhips, and thoſe he had to deal with, as 
grievous Oppreſſors; and when he could 
not hope to effect this by the moſt partial 
Repreſentation, he reſoly'd to do it by ſup- 
preſſing the Truth. 

But among all his Complaints, I don't 
find that he ſays, he was overcharg'd, as 
to the Number of dry Stock, tho' he had 
formerly pretended, he was. I conclude 
therefore, that he was not overcharg'd : 
And ſince he owns none any where elſe, I 
may alſo, againſt him, conclude, that a/[ 
the dry Stock he had, were upon this Farm. 
Either then he mult ſay, that 7 Collops, 
at leaſt, were ſupported on 70 Acres, al- 
ready vaſtly overcharg'd with Stock (), or 
be oblig'd to own, that he has groſly miſre- 


preſented the State of his Farm, by ſaying, 
That

If Mr. Cooke or any one elſe ſhould.ven- 
ture to ſay, that his Teſtimony is imperfectly 
taten; I anſwer, It is impoſſible. Let no 
Man dare to ſay or infinuate it. Where he 
gave Evidence, every thing is tranſacted 
with the utmoſt Temper and Fairneſs :. 
Every Witneſs is patiently and fully heard. 
What they ſay, is taken down with the 
utmoſt Care and Exactneſs: And nothing 
is dropp'd, as not material, which tends to 
the Diſcovery of Truth : So that if there 
appears to be any groſs Miſrepreſentation, . 
or wilful Concealment, .upon himſelf. be - 
it: He cannot lay the blame any where elſe. 

Lam really aſham'd, to find my ſelf thus 
employ'd, in taking to Pieces, the looſe, . 
partial Teſtimony of an intereſted Man. 
But it is a neceſſary Drudgery,and therefore - 
I ſubmit to it. The Reader may from 
hence obſerve, What credit is to be given 
to the Evidence of Parties, who are not up- 
on their Oaths, and think themſelves in 
no Danger, of being Confronted or Croſs- - 
examin'd, by thoſe who are acquainted 
with the Facts, and are to be affected by 
the Evidence. —It were caly to ſay a great . 


deat.

deal on this ' Subject. — But I forbear, 
and leave Gentlemen to their own Reflecti- 
ons. 

It was very poſitively affirm'd that I had 

order'd, eight Bills more to be filed, laſt 
Hilary Term. If I had done this, and ſued 
thoſe only upon whom I had a fair Demand, 
I can't ſee where had been the Crime. But 
the Fact is not true. The Records of the 
Court of Exchequer, ſhew that it is not. 
All Proceedings, where I am a Party, were 
begun, before any publick Notice was ta- 
ken of this Affair: Nor do I know of a 
fingle Step made ſince. 

[ have heard that a Perſon of /ome Di- 
finftion, did not long ago very publickly 
declare, that he had try'd, to bring the 
Biſhop of Meath and me, to ſome Terms 
for ſettling this whole Affair; but that he 
found us both very 1tiff : That we inſiſted 
on two. Shillings per Collop, and declar'd, 
that we would not take a ſingle Penny leſs. 

| W hether this Gentleman ſaid any ſuch 
| Thing I cannot tell. But I think it neceſ- 
ſary to declare, that with Reſpect to me, 
the Story 1s abſolutely without Foundati- 
on. And the Biſhop of Meath has com- 
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miſſion'd me to ſay the ſame Thing for 


him. 8 

It would be endleſs to mention the ſeve- 
ral malicious Stories, invented on this Oc- 
caſion to defame me. As Calumnies uſu- 
ally are, they. were firſt convey'd to pro- 
per Perſons in a Whiſper; ſometimes by 
thoſe who at the ſame Time /poke quietly 
with me, and in Places. where it was not 
likely I ſhould ſoon meet with them, 
Thus they got a Currency fora few Days, 
till they ſerv'd the Purpoſes, for which 
they were fram'd; and then, no Matter 
whether they were believ'd or no. Many 
of them I never ſhould have heard of, had 
nota few Faithful Friends, ſometimes que- 
ſtion'd me about them - Norwill I now do 
them or the Inventors ſo much Honour, as 
particularly to deny them. Tis enough 
to ſay, that I defie all Mankind, to charge 
me juſtly with any improper Behaviour in 
this Affair. 

I have had occaſion, to inform myſelf to- 
lerably well, of the State of the Church, in 
three of our Provinces; and J really cannot 
find, that in them, the Clergy are plenti- 
fully provided for. What Gentlemen may 
think a plentiful Proviſion for a Clergy- 


man,

man, I can't ſay. But if they mean ſuch a 
one, as will enable him to live decently, to 
relieve the Poor, and make even a ſmall. - 
Proviſion for his Family; I really cannot 
find (I ſpeak. it with all proper Submiſſion) 
that in three. Provinces, the Clergy are 
plentifully provided for. 

It is no eaſy matter to find a ſingle Coun- 
try Pariſh in any of them worth 3001. per. 
ann. There are indeed ſome Unions, of a 
pretty old Standing, which are of this, , 
and a very few of a greater, Value. How - 
long they'll continue ſo, I can't tell. The 
change of Culture, and the Subſtraion of 
Tythe- Agiſment, have within a few Years 
reduc'd the value of ſeveral Livingsa third, . 
half, two thirds. One Clergyman, as I. 
am well inform'd, poſſeſſes a Living now, 
leſs worth than 100 J. per ann. which was 
worth 3507. when he got it. 

In the Counties near great Towns, par- 
ticularly Dublin and Cork, it is eaſy to ma- 
nage ſo, as not to leave the Parſon a morſel 
to eat. By Bullocks in Summer, and 
Sheep brought on in Autumn, to be ſold 
off at high Prices in Spring, the Grazier 
may have two Returns in the Year, and 
no Tythe, except of Hay, and, it may be,

as much Corn as will ſupport a few Fami- 
lies, Shepherds and Herds. Let not my 
Brethren blame me, for what I now write; 


I have made no Diſcovery. This Practice 


is already begun, and will probably grow 
more common. I wiſh Gentlemen would 
conſider how it will affect, I won't ſay the 
Clergy but, the Kingdom in general. 

If Things goon at this rate, it is hard to 
ſay, of what value any Living will be. 
But at preſent, ſome Unions are of the Va- 
lue J have mention'd; tho' in my Dioceſes, 
which are of large Extent, I can recollect 
but one, which is ſo. But the Extent of 
theſe Unions is commonly ſo great, and they 
are for the molt Part ſo inconveniently cir- 
cumſtanc'd, with Reſpect to the Cures, 
that, if ever the Church of Ireland be 
brought to a Right State, moſt of them 
muſt de diſſolv'd. 

W here a Clergyman has a plentiful Pro- 
viſion, this is uſually the caſe. And it is 
often the caſe where he has not. I know 
one who has eleven Pariſhes, and two Pre- 
bends, all worth no more than 100 J. per 
ann. 

In the Dioces of Leighlin, there are 22 
Churches, and 82 Pariſhes. Of theſe 24 

arc 
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are impropriate; and the Vicarages are ge- 


nerally a Trifle. One Clergyman has three 


of them, with two Churches, and three 
Pariſhes beſides, yet I don't find his whole 
Income to be 1007. per ann. In another 
Part of the Dioces, there are five Pariſhes 
in one Hand worth communibus annis 80 J. 
in which I am now endeaypuring to get one 
Church built: And it is well if I can com- 
paſs that. But Two would be hardly ſuffi · 
cient, to accommodate the People. 

In the Dioces of Ferns, Matters are 
much worſe. The Churches are 32. The 
Pariſhes 134. Of theſe 61 are impropriate. 
In ſome of them the Clergy have the / 
Tythes, which indeed are very ſmall; in o- 


thers a poor Penſion from the Impropria- 


tor, ſometimes only forty Shillings per ann. 
I appeal to Gentlemen, who know the 
Country, whether what I ſay be not 

true, | 
And hence ariſes another great Evil. 
The Number of the Clergy, are not pro- 
portion'd tothe Exigencies of the Pcople. 
The People are deſtroy'd for lack of Know- 
ledge. Multitudes of them are Bigots and 
Enemies to the Government which pro- 
tects them: And I ſee no Proſpect of their 
being

being otherwiſe. Suppoſe it, according 


to ſome too faſhionable Notions, perfectly 
indifferent on a Religious account whether 
they are Chriſtians or no; yet ſince Chri- 


ſtians they are, and will be of ſome form 


or other, it is, upon Civil accounts, highly 
to be wiſh'd, that they were good Prote- 


fants: And what hope is there, of their 


being ſo without Inſtruction? How ſhall 
they hear without a Preacher? And how 


ſhall they Preach unleſs they be ſent, and have 


a proper Maintenance? Looſe, idle Men, 
may think and ſpeak, as contemptuouſly 
as they pleaſe, of the Clergy: But the 


importance of their Labours, even with 


regard to our temporal Intereſts, would be 
quickly found, by the want of them. The 
Experiment is dangerous.---I hope none 
arediſpos'd to try it. 

The unhappy State of my Country, I 
moſt ſincerely and heartily lament, and 
have done ſo, ever ſince I was capable of 
any Reflection. It is inthe ſtrangeſt Cir- 
cumſtances of any Country under Heaven. 
Among theſe, one, very Remarkable, is; 
That tho' it be aturall as fruitful, as any 
Part of Europe, it ſcarce ever furniſhes 


Bread for it's Inhabitants : It's wretched 


In- 
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Inhabitants! Who in very many Places, 
are driven to the Mountains and Bogs, 
while the rich Plains and Valleys, lye un- 
Improv'd, uncultivated, and poſſeſs'd only 
by the Beaſts of the F ield. In theſe diſ- 
mal Retreats, what a Number of poor 
Mortals, drag on a miſerable Being, in 
vile Cottages, in Naſtineſs, in. Naked- 
neſs, oppreſs'd with Conſtant hard La- 
bour, to anſwer the exorbitant Demands 
of their Landlords, and deſtitute of Food, 
either for Kind or Quantity, proper to ſup- 
port them. 

Under ſuch Circumſtances, who can 
wonder, that Numbers of them turn 
Thieves and Robbers, and that others are 
inclin'd to go abroad? They can't be, any 
where, more wretched, than at Home, 
and they think they have ſome Chance for 
being leſs: ſo.--- And hence it is, that the 
Natives are ſo eaſily ſeduced into foreign 
Service. I don't indeed find that this isat 


preſent complain'd of as an Evil. But I 


think it a great one. The Riches of a. 
Country are it's People. If theſe Men: 
ſtaid at home, became Proteſtants, and 
Maſters of Families, and were taught, and 


encourag'd to be induſtrious; they would 
be,

be, as «/eful Hands, as any we have, and 

add greatly to their Number. Whereas 
abroad, they are train'd up in Arms, and 

are a great Force, ready upon any Occaſi- 

on, to ſerve the Purpoſes, either of fo- 

reign Ambition, or Domeſtick Bigotry and 
Rebellion, againſt our preſent happy Set- 

tlement in Church and State. 

But the great Evil is, the prevailing in- 
clination of Proteſtants to go to America. I 
grant it. And what are the Cauſes of this 
Inclination? A wandering Temper in 
ſome; golden Dreams in others; odd No- 
tions of Religion in a Third Sort; and 
BANK Ru c, occaſion'd by their own 
Vices, in a Fourth. Againſt theſe, it is 
impoſſible for human W iſdom, effectu- 
ally to provide. But there are others 
more general, which we may provide a- 
gainſt, if we pleaſe. The frequent Scar- 
city of Bread, the Exactions of Land- 
lords, and the Difficulties, which they 
who are oblig'd to change their Scats, have- 


met with, in getting new Settlements,. 


where Gentlemen chuſe to ſtock their 
Lands with Beaſts rather than Men Theſe 
to every Man of Senſe and Reflection muſt 


appear. 
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appear to be the great Cauſes of this un- 
happy Deſertion. 

Whether the Demand of Tythe Agiſt- 
ment be another Caufe : Or Whether it 
be not rathera Remedy againſt ſome of the 
greateſt Cauſes, I will not take upon me 
to determine. If the Gentleman, who 
told me he had plough'd up his Grounds, 
fpoke Truth, it has already in one In- 
ſtance occaſion'd an increaſe of Tillage 
(7). Happy would it be for the Nation, 
if it had every where the ſame Effect. Vaſt 
Sums of Money, which go out Yearly 
for Corn, would be ſav'd, and it may reaſon- 
ably be preſum' d, that Men would not be 
ſo fond of going abroad if they were ſure 
of Bread always at home. If we may 
judge of what will happen, from what 
has happen'd, we may poſitively fay, they 
wouldnot. For Times of Scarcity have 
been the Times of frequent and numerous 
Embarkations. (V7). 

But however this may be, certain it ts 
that the prevailing Inclination to go to A- 
merica, has hitherto ſhewn it ſelf, almoſt 
entirely in that Part of Jreland, where 
Tythe Agiſtment is, and always! muſt be,incon- 

ſidera-

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fderable : It is alſo certain, that this Tythe 
can never affect great Numbers: And thoſe 
whom it does affect, are not the Pooreſt, 


nor the moſt likely to go Abroad. Ican't 
find that any one Grazier in my Dioces, 


has any Thoughts of going to Georgia. 

It has indeed been the Faſhion of late 
to make this a Pretence, and to impute the 
Effects of Bankrupcy, to the Demand of 
this Tythe: And yet I have been told, that 
a famous Leader of one of theſe Colonies, 
did in a very Publick Manner, tho' with 
ſome Reluctance, declare, that He and 
his Company would go, tho* this Tythe 
were never to be demanded or paid. But 
I cannot believe it. So remarkable 
a Particular could never have been omit- 
ted. 

' TyTHpr, RenT, and Taxes, are the 
Things, which theſe Gentlemen think 
grievous at Home, and hope to be exempt 
from Abroad. If they were made eaſy in 
theſe Points, ſome of them, would proba- 
bly ſtay where they are: But Others can- 
not, unleſs there be a Law paſs'd to can- 
cel all Debts. I don't care for propoſing 
any Thing, which may affect His Ma- 
JESTY' Revenue. But if it be thought 

reaſonable 
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reaſonable to comply with their other 
Terms, let Landlords, and Creditors do 
their Part, and I'll anſwer for it, the Cler- 
g will do theirs, in any fair Proportion 
which ſhall be agreed on.---It ſeems not 
very equal to lay the whole Burthen on 
thoſe who are leaſt able to be ar it. 

It muſt needs be a great Surprize to an 
honeſt Man, of a Character formerly not 
very exceptionable, to find himſelf brand- 
ed on the ſudden, with the moſt infamous 
Crimes: Like a wretched Slave of abſolute 
Power, this Moment, as ſecure as Inno- 
cence can make him; the next, deſtroy'd 
by a Sabre or a Bow-ſtring. The Caſes dif- 
fer but little. To a Man of any Virtue or 
Spirit, Reputation is as valuable as Life. 

Oppreſſion and Avarice, I do from my 
Soul deteſt and abhor. Let thoſe who ac- 
cuſe me falſly, make the ſame frank Decla- 
ration, if they can. But is it Oppreſionto 
ſue thoſe who withold my Right, tho? 
they are very well able to pay me? Is it A- 
varice, to be ready to take for it, 16% War 
half what *tis worth. 

If the Demand had been perfectly net, 
and I the firſt Perſon who had made it, 


there might poſſibly have been ſome co-

lot for complaint. But, to ſay nothing 
of che Payment of this Tythe in ſome Parts 
Ireland Time out of Mind; or of the 
Reaſons why it could not formerly be de- 
manded with any Effect in others; Is it not 
now, within one of, thirty ears ſince Arch- 
deacon Neal ſued Mr. Stratford for it? did 


that Gentleman want either Money or In- 


clination to defend that Suit? was it not 


carry'don with the utmoſtSkill and at great 


Expence for ſeveral Years? was not Judg- 
men given for the Archdeaconin the King's- 
Bench here, near twenty Years ago? Was 
not the Cauſe remov'd by Writ of Er- 
ror to the King's Bench in England ? Was 
not the Judgment affirm'd there (/)? Did 
not Mr. Stratford acquieſce, without ap- 
plying to the Houſe of Lords? is it pro- 
bable he would have acquieſc'd, if there 
had remain'd any hope of a Reverſal? Was 
not the Law then ſettled in the Point? Have 


not ſeyeral of the Clergy in conlequence of

This Caſe is reported in Bohun's Law of Tythes, 390. 
Kc. And the Points inſiſted on by Mr. Stratford's Coun- 
ſel, as there ſet down, are two. 1. That there was a 
Variance of the Pleadings. II. That the Verdict would 
not ſupport the Judgment. It ſhould ſeem by this, that 
Mr. Stratford's Counſel aw, that his Strength lay in Ni- 
ceties of Law, and that the main Point was againſt him, 
as it certainly was. 
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- this Judgment, from Time to Time linge, 
made the ſame Demand and ſued thoſe wig 


refus'd them their Right? Did not parti- 
cularly, the late Biſhop of Meath Dr. 
Lambert file four Bills, and againſt as many 
Perſons, within one, as have done? Were 
not the Proceedings upon theſeBills carry*d 
very great Lengths? Were not his Revenues 
in the Church more confiderable than mine ? 
And was any publick Notice taken of all 
this? It is certain there was not. And who 
could imagine, there would in my Caſe? I 
profeſs ſolemnly, I did not. I thought 
what I was about, ſo much a Thing of 
Courſe, and of aplain common Nature, that 
Fadvis'd neither with Friend nor Lawyer a- 
bout it. I don't know, that ever I ſaw the 
Lawyer, who ſign'd the Bills in my Life. 
The only Difficulty I ſaw, was the Ex- 
pence,and that I was able and willing to bear. 

What I ſhould have done, if I had 
any the leaſt Apprehenſion, of ſeveral 
Things, which have ſince happen'd, Iwill 
not. now ſay. But thus much I freely 
own, that every good Man, every good 
Subject, ought to be very cautious of do- 
ing any Thing, which he foreſees may oc- 
caſion publick Diſturbance. - National

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Ferments are generally hurtful. They are 
more eaſily rais'd, than laid, and, like Fe- 
yers in the Body, they often impair the 
Conſtitution, tho* the deadly Symptoms 
are for the preſent remov'd. 

I heartily wiſh, they had well conſider'd 
this, who ſet on Foot the late famous 
As$S0CIaTIONS. What the Effect of them 
will be, Gop only knows; and Gop of 
his Mercy avert thoſe bad Effects, which 
cool, diſpaſſionate Men too juſtly appre- 
hend from ſo dangerous a Precedent. I am 
too much a Party to ſpeak freely of them. 
This However I will ſay--- If to Associ- 
ATE, as ina Timejof foreign Invaſion, a- 
gainſt thoſe who in a fres Country claim only 
the Benefit of the Laws : If by this Means, 
to ſound a general Alarm thro' the King- 
dom: If to inflame the people, brand in- 
nocent and peaceable Men, as publick Ene- 
mies, and expoſe them to the Fury of Na- 
tional Reſentment : If to threaten to diſtreſs 
them, in their other angueſtionable, and 
unqueſtioned Rights, in caſe they offer to ſue 
for this: If to appoint Treaſurers, Lawyers, 
Agents, Attorneys in almoſt every County, 
to r Suits out of a common Stock 
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(Let the Learned ſay, whether theſe are 
legal Methods) If this be Virtue, Juſtice, 
love of Liberty or Public k Spirit, Let me 
be deem'd a covetous Oppreſſor. 

But tho' there be Times and Seaſons, 
when Men will call evil good, and good evil, 
this does not alter the Nature of Things, 
nor the Laws of God. According to theſe, 
every Man of Virtue and Religion, ought 
to regulate his Actions, and I ſhall, by God's 
Bleſſing, endeavour to regulate mine. I 
may ſometimes have occaſion to change my 
Opinion of Perſons. But my Notions of 
good and evil, right and wrong, will con- 
tinue che ſame. So will my Regards for 
Liberty civil and religious And as long as 
theſe continue, I cannot, with the leaſt 
Conſiſtency, approve of any Practices, 
contrary to the Nature of a free Govern- 
ment It would be an odd Thing to ſee 
any zealous Friends of the late Revolution, 
or of our preſent happy Settlement, which 
is grounded upon it, at any 'Timeabett, or

If I 
do, it will trouble me, juſt as much as it 
ought. By the Grace of God, »y own 


Heart ſhall not reproach me as long as [live : If 


others do, I will bear it, as well as Ican, and 
endeayour to live ſo as that they may not 
be believ'd. 

They who of late haye been ſo free of 
their Cenſures, muſt ground them either on 
the Demand I made, or on my Manner of 
making it. Of the latter, I have now given 
a fair and honeſt Account. Before I ſued 
any one, I try*d every gentle Method. The 
higheſt Demand Lever made was little more 
than half the Value. The Terms I came 
to with Mr. Newton (4) ſhew, how low I 
was diſpos'd to go to avoid Conteſts, But

So 
that the whole Quantity of Land on this 
Farm, which this Deponent computed to 
be that Year under Corn, Meadow and 
Gardens, was no more than forty two 
Acres and a half. That the ſaid George 
Cooke had about ten Milch Cows for the 
Uſe of his Houſe, 7ohn Haranan four, and 
each of the other Cottiers one; but that 
he made no Charge for any of theſe Cows. 
That faid Cooke kept there but one Plough, 


to work which he had, to the belt of this 
Deponent's 
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Deponent's Knowledge, at moſt eight Bul- 
locks and Horſes, and as he believes, two 
Saddle-Horſes; that the Number of Sheep 
on ſaid Farm was ſo ſmall, that he, this De- 
ponent, did not make any Charge for them; 
and that the Tythe of every kind, which 
this Deponent then charged on the whole 
Farm, except Herbage, amounted accord- 
ing to his Valuation, to no more than Six 
Pounds One Shilling and Six Pence z but that 
this Deponent would have ſet it for leſs. 

12. That a Leaſe having been ſoonafter 
made of the whole Pariſh, as before men- 
tioned, this Deponent had no Occaſion to 
examine into the Quantity or Value of the 
Tythes the laſt Year ; but he is well in- 
form'd, and believes, that they are much 
the ſame on theſe Lands, as they were be- 
fore. And this Deponent further faith, 
that the ſaid George Cooke did formerly own 
to him, this Deponent, that he the ſaid 
Cooke did fell about ten Head of fat Cattle 
every Vear off the ſaid Land. 

13. He further faith, that the ſaid Cooke 
alſo holds the Farm of Killebban, eſtimated: 
at 340 Acres, but as this Deponent is in- 

form'd 
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form'd *tis more; that in the Year 1734 
the ſaid Cooke had on ſaid Land two hundred 
Sheep and forty Lambs, and twelve Acres 
of Meadow, but no Corn of any kind re- 
turn'd, mor no Milch Cows; that there 
were then on ſaid Farm eighteen Cottiers, 
ten of whom had Gardens of about an 
Acre a- piece, and ſo valued, another had 
an Acre and half, another two Acres, ano- 
ther five Acres, another ſix Acres and a 
half, another ten Acres, another fourteen, 
and the other two in Partnerſhip twenty 
three Acres under Tillage and Potatoes 3 
that on all theſe Holdings, except the Gar- 
dens, there were that Year fourteen Acres 
of Winter Corn, twenty ſeven of Spring 
Corn, four Acres of Peaſe, eight of Mea- 
dow, and fiveand a half of Potatoes. So 
that all the Tillage, Meadow and Gardens, 
which this Deponent compured to be that 
Year on ſaid Farm, was no more than 84 
Acres. : 5555 
14. He further ſaith, that tho? as to the 
laſt Year he cannot be particular, for the 
Reaſon already ſet forth, yet he is well in- 
form'd, and verily believes, that the State 
of this Farm continues ſtill much the ſame- 
17. He 
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15. He further faith, that the ſaid Cot- 
tiers had among them about thirty fx Milch 
Cows, and a few Yearlings and Two- year- 
olds, which graz'd in common with Mr. 
Cooke's Stock, for none of which this De- 
ponent ever made any Charge in his Return, 
nor never did, or intended to, demand any 
thing. That he could not find that theſe 
Cottiers had among them more than ſeven 
or eight Horſes for the Plow, it being their 
Cuſtom to lend their Horſes one to the 
other. And this Deponent further ſays, 
that the Value of all the Tythe on this 
whole Farm, except Herbage, according 
to his the ſaid Deponent's Valuation, which 
he thought a full one, amounted to no more 
than Fourteen Pounds Ten Shillings and Six 
Pence; of which leſs than Three Pounds 
was chargeable on ſaid Cooke himſelf; but 
that this Deponent would have thought he 
had made a very good Bargain, if he had ſet 
the whole for Twelve Pounds. 

16. He further ſaith, that after making 
a large Allowance of Land for all the Par- 
ticulars above mentioned, there muſt re- 
main, of the ſaid Farm of Killebban, above 
a hundred Acres, which are either turned to

no Uſe, or are depaſtur'd by dry and barren 
Cattle. He allo ſaith, that the ſaid Cooke 


keeps up a Parcel of Land, lying altogether, 


and amounting, as this Deponent verily 


believes, to about eighty Acres, for young 


Cattle, which he uſually turns in in May, 
and ſells off towards the latter End of the 
Seaſon. And that ſaid Land will, to the 
beſt of this Deponent's Judgment, keep 
and feed, for that Time, -a greater Num- 
ber of Collops, than this Deponent has 
charged the ſaid Cooke with, it being very 
good Land, notwithſtanding the little low w- 
ſcrubby Buſhes, which are on Part of it, 
and having a Brook on one Side, which tho“ 
in Winter it overflows, is yet in Summer a 
great Advantage to the Farm. 

17. He further faith, that he is well in- 
form'd that ſaid Cooke holds alſo a Part of 


- the Lands of Tollaghton, called Curragba- 


vodda, at the Foot of the Mountain, con- 
taining forty Acres, which will keep twen- 
ty Collops a Year, and which he the faid 
Cooke keeps under dry Stock. 

18. He alſo ſaith, that to the beſt of his 
dgment, the Charge he made to the ſaid 
zke for dry and barren Cattle, was, as to
